Now in the syace rematning, I would like to say a fowthines to 
those who wonder how to send a report to a station spcaking a lange 
uage other than their own, When you report to a Spanish speaking 
station (Or any other language) it’is necessary to ect more detalls 
and to catch any catch=word you can. You will hear CocasCola and 
Pepsi-Cola mentioned in ads quite often. Also Gillette and some oth 
popular brands of US merchandise. It is important to catch these, 
Cigarro and cigarillo (Cigar end cigarette) aro.often mentioned and 
quite easy to catche So are the names of Countries and eitics, & 
Titles of sohgs are hard to catch, but if you recognize a familiar 
tune, eet it on paper. Also note the time carefully when you hear a 
distinetive sounds like bells rinreing, horns blowing, chimes, gongs, 
roosters crowing etc. These aro all important. Whon music is used, 
say if it is a man or woman #infing, also if the tune is a mambo, 
tango, fox trot, waltz, or whatever it is. If a certain instrument 
is featured, note thate You have to watch in copying a foroign-lang- 
uage station, for all the little things, Since you don't understand 
the language, you hsve to get all the other little things down, TI 
have found thet in most cases, this material is sufficiont for a 
verification. Also important, if possible, send stamps of the count- 
ry you are writing to. Put them on a self-nddresacd envelope for tic 
best chance of geotting a reply. _ While IRC's arc ponerally accepted,

In the first place, we always use MHC renors forms. They are neat, fast and 
attractive. For program date, WE what. we can get. But as a minimum, we always 
include a complete general discription of the programs broadcast. NIwo, three or 
four definite items are preferred. By definite items we mean song titles, name 
of artists, products or firms advertised ete. 

It seems to us, that any more program data would usually be of only nuisance 
value to the station. Also, one often is not able to hear as much as he would 
like to from a DX station, It would be ri-iculous not to report a station because 
you could not send them a perfect report. But of course ell of this is only one 
man's opinion.
